‘The devastating winds hit Waco 
in central Texas and San Angelo 
on the west Texas plains less 
than two hours apart. Waco had 
59 of the counted dea, San An- 
gelo eight. 

Estimates ran as high as 150 
dead with 500 injured in the two 
cities. More than 50 persons were 
missing ih Waco.

“It would be possible for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to attend the 
conference and then to return to 
the United States and be thrown 
over, as President Wilson was 
after the discussions at Ver- 
sailles,” Attlee said. “It is essen- 
tial that whoever goes to this 
conference should go with full 
authority.”

ARGENTINA BARS 
NEWS FROM ABROAD 
TO PRESS SERVICES 


BUENOS AIRES, May 12 (AP) 
—The government today issued 
an order to prévent the. Associ- 
ated Press from receiving news 
from abroad for distribution to 
Argentine. newspapers. Similar 
action was taken against the 
United Press and International 
News Service. 


The order, from the Ministry of 
Communications, canceled a per- 
mit authorizing the AP and UP 
to operate wireless receiving 
stations. The INS was notified 
that its radio reception, which has 
been handled by the Argentine 
Post and Telegraph, would be dis- 
continued on Saturday. The sta- 
tions. receive the news of the rest 
of the world via radio teletype. 

The A.P. was named recently 
by President Juan D. Peron, 
along with the two other news 
agencies, as an enemy of his 
Government. A joint commitee 
has been set up in Congress, at 
Peron’s request, to investigate 
activities of the foreign news 
agencies. Peron asked that they 
be investigated and given “de- 
served punishment.” 

Dispatches from the United 
States agencies virtually disap- 
peared from the Argentine press 
last week. The big independent 
newspaper La Nacion stopped 
printing A.P. news May 7. The 
A.P. also served the Argentin- 
isches Tageblatt, German paper, 
and Die Presse, a Yiddish publi- 
cation, as well as Revista Econ- 
omia y Finanzas, a business pub- 
lication.

WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 


Wilson outlined to Congress yes- 
terday proposed Defense Depart- 


ment economies that would re- 
duce the projected manpower 
target of the armed services by 
291,000, lower the Air Force goal 
from 143 to 120 wings and reduce 
monthly draft quotas to about 
25,000, a cut of 50 per cent.

ple, a simple cease-fire in Korea and a treaty . 


for Austria. A/piecemeal settlement, he argues, 
is better than none at all. Since outstanding dif- 
ferences must be taken up one at a time, it is 
logical enough that agreements should be 
mreached one after the other. ‘ 

The reaching of these agreements—or the cre- 
ation of an atmosphere in which they may be 
reachéde-is too important, in Churchill's opin- 
ion, to be entrusted to any but the highest offi- 
cials. Lesser men are likely to be encumbered 
by a mass of previous directives, policies, posi- 
tions, clashes of personalities and pride of place. 
They may be tempted to be too unyielding, and 
they may unwittingly create the impression that 
overtures are being spurned. 

But the heads of state, meeting informally and 
privately, would not be under the same pres- 
sure. Churchill believes that they could cut 
through entangling details and get down to es- 
sentials. Very obviously, he believes that he 
could help the Americans and the Russians to 
get together in this way. 

But the British Prime Minister is not an un- 
restrained optimist. He warned the French not 
to leap to conclusions about a turn of events in 
Indochina. He stressed the importance of early 
incorporation of Germany in the Western alli- 
ance. And he opposed any let-down in allied pre- 
paredness at this time. 

In view of his glorious record as a_ defender 
of democracy, his unquestioned opposition to 
totalitarianism of all kinds, and his record as a 
sagacious statesman, Churchiil’s suggestion 
should carry. great weight in every free world 
capital, including Washington. Here surely is 
@ man who wants peace but not appeasement.

If ever a man made the most of an opportu- 
nity, he was Senator Wayne Morse on television's 
Meet the Press program. In fact it would be 
wholly accurate to say that the Oregon Inde- 
pendent literally ate it up.

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Taking Profit Out of Narcotics 

The California Crime Commission has sug- 
gested a method of attacking the vicious traffic 
in narcotics that deserves thoughtful study else- 


where. The commission would permit addicts - 


to obtain dosages of drugs from a supervised 
dispensary as a matter of medical treatment. 

This kind of direct approach, the commission 
believes, would kill off the whole criminal ap- 
paratus that the narcotics user now supports at 
such a fantastically high price. For it no longer 
would be profitable to peddle dope or seek to 
enlarge the market; addicts could obtain a daily 
supply at very little cost at the state dispensary. 

It has been argued this would lead to a 
noticeable decline in crime by users driven to 
desperation to finance the habit. ‘And the notion 
of treating addicts as medical problems rather 
than criminals would be areal benefit to. the 
unfortunate slaves of the drug habit. There is a 
question as to whether any’ such program ought 
not to bé run by the Federal Government, per- 
haps as an activity of the Public Health Service. 
Congress would do well to look into the. Cali- 
fornia proposal. Surely any experience with it 
should be watched carefully. 
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Franco’s Price Tag 

Nearly two years ago the United States began 
informal talks with Generalissimo Franco about 
use of bases in Spain. Formal negotiations-began 
last year. Only now do reports suggest that 
agreement is near. 

Still there is little indication of Franco's price 
tag for bases. Walter Kerr of the New York 
Herald Tribune says the sum “most frequently 
mentioned” is $225,000,000 in American aid. A 
Reuters dispatch mentioned a flat billion. 

What has been holding up the agreement? 
First, the Spanish. people have learned not to 
welcome foreign troops to their soil. And Rich- 
ard Mowrer reports to The Christian Science 
Monitor that “this correspondent has yet to 
meet a single Spaniard happy at the thought of 
American soldiers settling down in anticipation 
of a possible war.” | 

Beyond that, Franco has made it apparent he 
thinks the United States came begging to him. 
Junketing Congressmen have talked too loudly 
of our need of Franco and his bases. Thus it is 
that a dictator with a creaky economy and a 
rusty army thinks to bargain from strength. 

If this were entirely true, of course, the nego- 
tiations would not have been dragged out so 
long. So far our Government has not evén 
drawn on the $125,000,000 which Congress last 
year allotted to Spain. Resisting congressional 
intervention, the White House and State Depart- 
ment have not settled at Franco’s price. 

Nor do they need to do so. Franco wants eco- 
nomic assistance to shore up his economy and 
military assistance to equip his troops. This gives 
the United States bargaining power to be used 
with care, for our allies oppose a deal with 
Franco. There is no basis for it in friendship or 
ideologies, but solely in military advantage. 

Under these circumstantes the Madrid negoti- 
ations are the coldest kind of diplomatic bar- 
gaining, dollars against bases. In such deals the 
old rule is: Let the buyer beware.

Here—Tells 


‘try Ownership. 


The New York Stock Exchange 
is exploring the feasibility of sell- 
ing listed stocks on a pay-as-you 
go plan as a means of spreading 
share ownership, G. Keith Funs- 
ton, president of the exchange, 


said here last night. 


He was principal speaker at a 
dinner honoring Governors of the 
Association of Stock Exchange 
Firms given by the Chamber of 


Commerce at the Chase Hotel. 


One of the principal objectives 


of the exchange is increased share 


ownership by the public so that 
“everybody will have a vested in- 
terest in our free and enterpris- 


ing business system,” 
said. 


He said that 12 years ago such 
a project might Have been con- 
sidered too radical for a conserva- 
tive industry. 


“But since then I think we have 
shed some of our inhibitions,” he 
added. 

“Today I believe we have a 
good chance of developing such 
‘a method to make it easier for 
more and more people to share 
directly in the ownership of our 
productive facilities.” : 


Sharing Wealth. 


Industry's theme parallels that 
of the New York Stock “xchange, 
Funston said, adding, “A share in 
the productive wealth of our na- 
tion is available to everyone. The 
story is being tald with skill and 
honesty. Employes are being en- 
couraged to buy shares in their 
own companies and in many in- 
stances to attend company | spon- 
sored classes in economics.” 

Funston said there are two 

“excellent reasons” why the effort 
is being made to distribute own- 
ership of industry throughout the 
nation: 

“First, a nation of share owners 
is our strongest defense against 
the foreign ‘isms’ that would sap 
our vitality as a nation and even- 
tually turn us over to the evil 
enemy we know as Communism. 
We can preach the virtues of 
capitalism until we grow blue in 
the face, but one stock certificate 
in the name of Joe Public is a 
stronger argument than all the 
oratory of which we are capable. 


“Second, public ownership. of 
the means of production is per- 
haps the only way by which we 
can insure proper functioning of 
an enlightened capttalistic society. 
Such a society needs, 
continue to need, hundreds of 
billions of new capital for plant 
and equipment. The only satisfac- 
tory and adequate source of such 
funds is Joe Public.” 


Praises Political System, 


Funston said the democratic 
political system of the United 
States is the best yet devised “in 
its ability to create the greatest 
good for the gréatest number.” 

“The wisdom of the men who 
wrote the Constitution has been 
justified year by year for more 
than a century and a half,” he 
said, “and it has never been more 
clear than today that political 
democracy is the one concept 
which eventually will brin& peace 
and prosperity to a _ troubled 
world.” : 

He said that “a dynamic cap- 
italism” is the best system yet 
devised to satisfy the material 
wants of all the people. 

“It is noteworthy,” Funston 
said, “that the two systems— 
political democracy and economic 
democracy—-are so compatible. 


No Ground For Communism. 


“I believe that we have in our 
grasp the opportunity—the pro- 
found responsibility — to. make 
American capitalism work so well 
that there is not ohe square inch 
of fertile ground left to receive 
the seed of Communism.” 

Funston added that political 
freedom makes possible economic 
democracy but the latter, “like 
any other noble concept, must be 
worked for diligently. It can 
evolve only slowly and cannot be 
expected to burst forth suddenly. 
The Exchange’s program for 
broadening the base of stock own- 
ership is a step in this evolution- 
ary approach toward complete 
economic democracy.” 

He described the New York 
Stock Exchange as. “the heart of 
the modern free en econ- 
omy, the nation’s market place 
for securities, aye any ae oS

Two Treasury Rules. 
“The first rule of Treasury pol- 
icy today is that the Federal Re- 
serve System shell be free to 
exercise its policy without infer- 
ference. This means, of course, 
that the Treasury must sell its 
securities in the market, at the 
going rate of interest, and not at 
an artificial rate supported by 
the Federal Reserve System. 
“The second rule is that more 
government securities must be 
sold to non-bank investors.”

RITAIN’S young Queen Eliza-

casually as she gets into her car 
for a trip across London. Latest 
improvements in royal convey- 
ances include not only rubber 
tires for the 200-year-old gilded 
coach of state, in which the Queen 
will take the slow, momentous 
drive to and from her coronation 
on June 2, but also “purple air- 
carpets” or cleared skyways, for 
the up-to-date swifter royal 
flights. 

Even before the days when the 
first Queen Elizabeth had the tails 
of her coach horses dyed orange 
to distinguish them as part of 
ries equipages, royal means of 

nsport bore distinctive em- 
blems. . . 

When the Queén is a plane 
passenger her standard, in minia- 
ture, flys above the cockpit, as it 
does from the hood of her car as 
she travels on official affairs., 

When she tg making a semi- 
private trip, the only way to rec- 
ognize her maroon car is by ‘:s 
mascot—a silver St. George. Her 
chauffeur, Chivers, ‘who has driv- 
en her for many years, has been 
known to unscrew ft and put it in 
his pocket to guard it from 
souvenir hunters when he parks 
the car, or leaves it in a public 

Except on ceremonial occasions 
there is no stopping of traffic or 
clearing of streets for royal 
journeys, but careful timing ind 
planning by members of the Scot- 
land Yard Traffic Department, 
who work closely with palace of- 


ficials to enable royal cars to be 
“waved” through by white-gloved, 
special squad police. 


Every likely ‘trip from Bucking- 
ham Palace to any part of London 
is timed. When the Queen’s pro- 
gram is given to her security offi- 
cers they know exactly how long 
it will take her car to reach its 
destination and by what route it 
will go. 


Occasionally there is a hitch, 
but not often. A suburban ma- 
tron blushes when she remembers 
how, a few years ago, she took 
her toddler—on reins—for a walk. 
Noticing that the street was 
strangely em, ty, she thought it a 
good chance to instruct the child 
how to cross the road. They were 
having a gay little romp doWn the 
middle of the thoroughfare when 
she became conscious that a large 
car was waiting. She picked up 
her baby and stepped aside, and 
then realized with no little discom- 
fort that she was receiving a gra- 
cious bow from the late Queen 
Mary, en route to the tennis 
matches at Wimbledon. 


It was on such'a trip that Queen 
had the only automobile 
accident in Royal Family history 
—except for the Duke of Edin- 
burgh’s few scratched fenders. 
Her car hit a truck and went ‘over 
on its side. She had to climb out 
by a ladder that was dropped 
through the broken window, and. 
a few minutes later she con- 


tinued her journey, as dignified . 


as ever, but minus her umbrella 
—it had been snapped in two. 
Later in the day she was sent to 
bed for three weeks’ treatment 
for shock; she was then over 70. 

Royal cars have two traffic 
privileges: they drive through 
gates on Constitution Hill, only 
opened for Royalty, and also 
through a special short cut at 
busy Hyde Park Corner. Other- 
wise they keep to the usual rights 
of way.

Dr, James W. Gidley of the 
United States Nationhl Museum 
heard those words, and replied, 
“If that’s what you think, pay us 
a visit at our camp tomorrow.”
